" Their play is snappy, too, In¬ 
stead of a long string of code num¬ 
erals, the quarter snaps a couple' of 
simple signs on his agile digits, slaps 
his hands together and the play is 
on. The quarterback generally 
stands buttock to buttock against 
the center, receiving tbe ball from 
between his legs and passing without 
at any time taking his eyes off his 
own backfield. Consequently, fum¬ 
bles are minimized."
